bability of agitation and the consequent employment 
of men who, having a rooted antipathy to honest 
labour, thrust themselves forward as the representa- 
tives of „working men," with whom they have no 
real sympathy, but whom they contrive to delude 
by the sort of cunning that can influerce prejudice 


and profit by generosity. 


Some of these men, not famous but notorious, are 
remarkable for а brutal disregard, frequently ex- 
pressed in disgusting language, for those highest 
hopes and best beliefs which the majority of their 
countrymen hold sacred. Some of them have long 
ago abandoned work for the trade of blasphemy 
and sedition, They are always ready to take the 
initiative in any “ movement” associated with the 
name of the ** working тап,” and shove themselves 
to the front at every opportunity. Their names are 
to be seen on the “committees” or “councils” of 
half a dozen different leagues, societies, or associa- 
tions, especially where there is any opportunity for 
opening branches at various manufacturing towns, 
and so making a kind of public-house bureau“ in 
London to receive reports—and subscriptions, In 
meetings, professedly in the interests of the labouring 
classes, one or two of them will probably be on the 
platform; while others are sure to speak, in the cha- 
racter of “ working men,” from “the body of the 
hall.” They are the sort of men who degrade and 
ruin every cause in which, by sheer effrontery and by 
pandering to the ignorance of the lower class of 
& directing voice, They sell 
their dupes, as they have sold themselves, to the 
howling devil, who carries those whom he possesses 
through the barren wilderness of unbelief and the 


labourers, they obtain 


miry places of social stagnation. 


It has been such men as these who have been the 


ruin of France, leading her first to a bloody revolu- 


tionary tyranny and afterwards to an Empire that 
has led to national ruin—a ruin which may yet be 
consummated by the same men again preaching 
Republicanism as synonymous with idleness for 


themselves and their followers, and swift assassina- 
tion for those who dare to differ from the enthrone- 
ment of the rabble who ran like rats from the gleam 
of Prussian sabres. 

Let us be understood, We would not raise a hand 
against an association for promoting the principles 
of true, pure р . It must first, however, 
be an association for learning what such a Republic 
would be. It would, indeed, ђе a dembdcracy: a 
Government not only of, but by, the people—but of 
what а people! Would its high places (for even in 
democracies there must be high places)—wouild its 
high places, its most glorious-dignities (for there 
must be degrees of dignity even in а pure Republic), 
be given to professional agitators—men who, refusing 
to work, live on the “pence” of the people? Would 
its leaders be those who rant and foam against the 
eternal aims and hopes of men on platforms paid for 
by the hardly-spared subscriptions of those who are 
to be deceived by the earnestness of the 
stump orator? We would implore all true Repub- 


licans to beware of these men; we earnestly entreat— 


nay, we will not so mistrust our countrymen as to 
believe that such entreaty will be necessary.

The southern ends of the main buildings will com- 
municate with the permanent portion of the Exhi- 
bition building of 1862, which forms the southern 
boundary of the Horticultural Gardens. Ву this 
means, the building will completely surround the 
gardens, to which the public will be admitted at 
certain times, and under special conditions, which 
have yet to be decided upon. The building are in 
the decorated Italinn style, with mouldings, cornices, 
columns, and courses in buff-coloured terra-cotta; 
the brickwork being of the hard red Fareham bricks, 
50 аз to match the garden architecture, and harmonise 
with the new Museum buildings which are rising in

FRANCE will ђе а large contributor, notwith- 
standing the war. It is impossible however, 
that the baneful effects of the war should 
not be revealed in some shape or other, and so 
the French commissioner in London, M. E. Du 
Sommerard, proposes for the consideration of her 
Majesty's Commissioners the possibility of an 
invitation being addressed by them to possessors of 
works of art of French origin in this country, to lend 
them temporarily for exhibition until circumstances 
permit the arrival from France of objects destined 
for the Exhibition.” 


THE PRODUCTIONS or ALL NATIONS will be well 
represented; but there is to be no allotment of courts 
to nationalities as before. All articles will be strictly 
confined to their own classes, and to that extent there 
will be a foreign section in every department. The 
exhibitions sre to be distributed into four grand 
divisions. Division 1 comprehends the fine arts, 
which is the strong point of the scheme. Division 2 
will represent the different classes of manufactures, 
and it is to be maintained every year, until * every 
branch of industry has been represented.” Scientific 
inventions will form Division 3, and the fourth is hor- 
ticulture. These, like number one, will come round 
with every exhibition, The Commissioners have 
boldly given their idea of “Fine Arts” by instituting 
seven sub-divisions, The head and front of the whole 
ің painting in every known form or colour, aud on 
every conceivable surface. Sculpture comes next. 
Engraving embraces lithography and photography. 
With келесіні designs are to be associated 
drawings and models. Products of the loom sho 
not as manufactures, but for the sake of the fine — 
of their design, form, or colour, are another class. 
Designs for decorative manufactures have also a dis- 
tinct place; and copies of ancient or medieval works 
of art are the last class. In manufactures, the goods 
are being distributed into а sufficient number of sub- 
divisions to bring the different branches of each class 
together, the object being to collect into immediate 
juxtaposition similar productions from. different 
localities and countries, The exhibitions are to be 
annual and permanent, thus giving to industrial art 
the same opportunity that is afforded to fine art by 
the annual exhibitions of the Royal Academy. The 
Prince of Wales is the president of her Majesty’s 
Commissioners of the Exhibition; Messrs, Spiers and 
Pond are to be the refreshment contractors; Messrs, 
Chaplin and Horne, the carriers; and her Majesty's 
Commissioners ћауе entered into arrangements for 
the printing and publication of the official catalogues 
of Maser.

ENGLAND'S DEFENCES. 


Отв Navy.—In tlie House of Commons; on Mon- 
day, Mr. Goschen rose to explain the Naval Esti- 
mates. The right hon. gentleman, who was received 
with a cordial cheer, commenced his statement with 
2 reference to the illness of Mr. Childers and an ac- 
knowledgment of the permanent services which that 
gentlemen had rendered to the Navy. The total 
amount required for the support of the Navy was 
£9,750,000, being an increase of £385,826 upon the 
Estimates of last year, exclusive of the vote of credit 
granted in August. This sum he divided into three 
parts, and stated that £5,518,000 would be devoted 
to the mnel of the Navy in the shape of wages; 
victuals, and clothing; £3,500,000 to the matériel, 
and £700,000 to miscellaneous expenses, Mr. Goschen 
stated that the programme of shipbuilding during 
the ensuing year would be to complete the ironclads 
and turret-ships now in progress, with the excep- 
tion of the Fury, but to lay down no new iron- 
clads; to increase the number of swift cruisers of the 
Inconstant.class, and to commence a number of gun- 
vessels and gun-boats after the pattern of the Staunch 
and the Snake. The right hon. gentleman was 
warmly cheered when, in conclusion, he said: 
** And I believe we are at this moment strong enough 
to maintain our own, to protect our coasts, and to 
keep our shores inviolable.’ The explanations of 
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the First Lord of the Admiralty were criticised by Bir 
J. D. Нау; and the remarks of the gallant Admiral 
were followed by the usual general conversation upon 


the principles of naval administration and naval | 


policy. At its close the vote for the wages of seamen 


and marines was agreed to, and the Chairman was 


ordered to report progress. 

THE GOVERNMENT ScHEME OF ARMY REFORM 
appears almost certain to pass, large majorities 
having млеа Mr. Gladstone to defeat, one after the 
other, Mr. Mundella’s motion to reduce the Estimates 
to last year’s standard, Mr. Leatham’s resolution to 
reduce the number of men by 20,000; and Lord 
Elcho’s, to reduce it by 10,000.

So popular has the Easter-Monday 
volunteer review become, not only amongst the 
volunteers of the metropolis and the home counties, 
but in far distant portions of the kingdom, that 
upon the present occasion there will be volunteer 
regiments represented .from the counties of Lan- 
enster, Lincolnshire, Oxfordshire, Northamptonshire, 
and Cambridgeshire.

AN IRISH MURDER CASE, 

THE TRIAL OF THE PRIsoNER Товіх, who was 
convicted of manslaughter at the Clonmel Assizes, 
exhibited in a striking light the peculiar difficulties 
which beset the administration of justice in lro- 
land. А savage murder} was perpetrated on the 
night of Nov. 25 last, the victim being a decent, well- 
conducted man named Lonergan, about years of 
ago, who acted as caretaker on the property of Colone 
Charteris.. When the prisoner's house was searched 
the police discovered a neckerchief with blood stains 
on it, and it was this which first led them to suspect 
him. He attem to escape to America, and took 
a passage from Waterford to Liverpool in order to 
sail from there. Two of the principal witnesses ab- 
sconded; and if it had not been for the Peace Pre- 
servation Act, which enabled the authorities to bring 
them back, their testimony would not haye been 
available. But their flight was not all. When 
examined in court they refused to swear up to their 
informations.

the other. It was devoid of clothing except only a 
light flannel under garment. When she left home 
she was well dressed, and most of the articles of her 
clothing wére nearly new. This makes the case sus- 
pioious; as, supposing deceased had committed 
snicide, the body, being in an advanced state of 
PDA, may have been cut in two by passing

Tempus fugit! Another decade has come and gone; 
and the Census is with us again. Amongst the 
various unpleasant reminders that we are not growing 
younger, tlie Census Paper is, perhaps, the most dis- 
agreeable. Birthdays are bad enough; but if it is 
vexatious to find oneself one year older, whnt mnst it 
be to have drifted an entire decade down the stream 
oftime? Many a paterfomilias throughout the land 
will be tempted once more to resort to hat most par- 
donable of shams--the setting himself, his better 
half, and the children down at ages ridieulously less 
than the truth. Тһе young folks think this very 
funny now; but by-and-by they will think difier- 
ently, when they find themselves induced by advancing 
years to resort to the very same artifice they once 
laughed at—while their children take their turn at 
laughing at the vanity of pa and ma. 

It is ead to think of the vast changes which have 
occurred during the past ten years; but it is scarcely 
less sad for many people to find themselves exactly 
the same—if not worse, certainly no better. How 
many а bachelor and spinster will be reminded that 
they ought to have been merried long ago! But the 
gentlemen have been making up thcir minüs to pro- 
pose and the ladies waiting for proposals, tillboth get 
weary and sick with waiting, and somehow their con- 
dition remains unchanged. - And it is really through 
no fault of either sex; for what between Mr. Punch’ s 
sneers at matrimony, and the hindrances thrown in 
the way by tyrannical employers, a man must think 
more than twice before popping the question. 

How strange it seems to us who have long passed 
out of our teens to see those whom we first knew as 
young children suddenly bloom into “girls of the 
period” and ** young men of the day”! Nay, some 
who were only nine or ten years old last Census, 
living at home with pa and ma, have now started on 
their own account as pa’s and ma's. The pretty 
little girl of (as it seems to us) only yesterday may 
now be met wheeling a perainbulator with a couple of 
her own children in it, 

But the Census has its lugubrious side for other 
people besides fathers amd mothers of families, and 
elderly bachelors and spinsters. The unfortunate 
individual who leaves the papers, though in town he 
will no doubt be well received, yet in some remote 
parts of the United Kingdom his lot may be far from 
an enviable one. For example, take Westmeath, 
where Ribbonism and agrarian iniquity stalk 
triumphant. If Pat should mistake the Census 
paper for a notice of eviction, the consequences might 
prove decidedly tragical, unless the Ribbonman 
happened to be in an especially good humour. And, 


even in our own highly-civilised island, there are. 


some regions where life and limb would scarcely be 
safe under similar circumstances. If, for instance, 
the gentleman taking the Census in tbe mining 
districts should be mistaken for the public vaccinator, 
what better treatment could he expect from the 
*arf-brick-heavin'" sons of toil but, at the very 
least, to have his clothes torn from his back and hini- 
self sonsed in a muddy pool, 

Perhaps the most cheerful idea in connection with 
the Census is the anticipation cf all the centenarians, 
who will be disinterred from the various workhouses 
and almshouses over the country. Everybody likes 
to hear that somebody else has lived to be more than 
a hundred. 6 
makes even seventy or eighty seem quite juvenile by 
, comparison, And, as folks who have passed ninety 
by five-or six years usually take as much pride in 
adding on a few twelvemonths as their juniors do in 
taking off, we may expect a very plenti 
venerable specimens of humanity. 


CENSUS FACTS. 


Dr. W. Farr has issued a paper giving some account 
of the objects and uses of the Census. Dr, Farr 
ваув:— 

“Тһе Census concerns every individual in the 
British Isles. 

** At the latter end of March a schedule will be eft 
with the occupier of every house and apartment; and 
shortly after sunrise on Monday, April 3, about 
32,000.enumerators in England and Wales will begin 
their calls and collect the schedules which they have 

reviously left, filling up those of persons who have 

en unable to write. A similar army will perform 

а per similar operation in Scotland and in 
Ireland. 

It is sometimes asked, Why is the Census to be 
taken? What is the use of the information to be 
collected ? 

“Тһе Census is one of the means a nation employs 
to acquire a knowledge of itself. The householder 
takes note of the members of his family, the mer- 
chant takes stock, and Governments count the num- 
bers of their people. The population of a country is 
not only of great interest in science, but it is a piece 

of information with which every educated person is 
. familiar, and is, indeed, the primary feature in every 
elementary book of geography. That the *popula- 
-tion' may be correeily known, the Census must be 


en. 

“The usefulness of information of this kind is 
shown by the demand for the London and other 
directories, clergy lists, law lists, and peerages. 
The Census supplies Materials for a national 
directory, in which every Euglishman will ba found 
inser ihag, 
Б; 
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be more comprehensive than that in the directories; 
for after the inmates in each inhabited house, their 
age, sex, conjugal condition, occupation, and birth- 
place will be written. Thus, by an analysis of the 
returns, the population can be classified. We can 
learn the number of males and females living at dif- 
ferent ages, distinguishing those married or un- 
married, aud those who fabricate iu every variety of 
industry the infinite number of valuable products in 
our islands, 

“ England and Wales have been divided into about 
32,000 districts, to each of which an enumerator has 
been appointed, They work under 2197 district 
registrars and 627 superintendent registrars. To each 
officer minute printed instructione, suggested by tho 
experience of tie last Census, have been given by the 
Registrar- General; aud all have been supplied with 
appropriate books and schedules suitable to their 
districts through the Post Office, the railways, or the 
Parcels Delivery Company. 

«Тһе success of the coming Census of the mother- 
land will be hailed with interest, not only by her own 
people, still a ‘happy breed of men,’ but by the 
growing millions in her colonies across the Atlautic 
or iu the southern hemisphere, where a like Census 
is taken to fill up the roll of the English race,

DESTITUTION AND EMIGRATION.

MONDAY'S PRACTICE.

Putney, with a pause half way. 


In the afternoon the Oxford crew were өүө pe 
shortly before five o’clock, and rowed on a ges f 
tide from the London Club Boat-House to the foot of 
the Kew meadows, above the ship at Mortlake. 
Their rowing showed no improvement, although 
their boat ap to carry Wam tolerably well. 
They went ashore at Barnes, and returned home on 
foot across the common, their boat rowed down 
stream for them. On the journey up the water was 
rough, owing to the strong east wind in Crab Tree 
and Hammersmith Reaches, and the crew seemed 
scarcely able to cope with it satisfactorily. 

The Cambridge men were afloat at half-past five 
o’clock, and paddled down to the Aqueduct, where 
they took up their position to start on the top of the 
tide for a sharp row to Chiswick. А strong and very 
cold wind was blowing from the east, in perfect con- 
trast to the mild weather of last week; and, to avoid 
the keen blast, they kept their boat close in under the 
Fulham shore. At Putney Reach they were rowing 
very well, and their boat moved fast; but on round- 
ing the bend of the bank at Craven Cottage they 
found a strong left-handed, or bowside, labour thrown 
upon them, owing to the force of the wind. Never- 
theless, they held on their way through the surf; 
and, after passing Hammersmith, the wind became 
abaft the beam, and materially assisted the progress 
of the boat, ‘They arrived off Chiswick church in 
14min. 12sec. from starting, and then sto 
After a short pause they rowed on to the Bull, at 
Barnes, where they disembarked, and returned home 
on foot, across the common, their boat being rowed

He 
also rowed stroke of his college boat for the Uni- 
versity Fours in November, in which his perform- 
ance was of unusual merit.

THE CUCKOO. 
For how many generations did strange superstitions 
prevail concerning this harmless and cheering bird ; 
and even at this date, in out-of-the-way corners of 
Wiltshire, may be found persons who implicitly be- 
lieve that, as the summer advances, the cuckoo is 
changed into a hawk. It was this belief which was 
embodied in the old proverbial. story—How all the 
little birds avoided the cuckoo, and refused to asso- 
ciate with her; till at last she asked why, and they 
replied, “ We are afraid that some day you may 
prove to bea hawk,’’ Others there were, and still are, 
who believe that the cuckoo passes the winter in a 
hollow tree; and we remember one individual who 
stoutly declares that, many years ago, when snow 
was on the ground, some woodmen chanced to be 
felling trees by the side of the road along which old 
Lady В---в% coffin was passing on its way to the 
vault, and just as it went by an old pollard willow- 
tree was thrown, and as it fell out flew a cuckoo from 
the hollow inside, and cried **Cuckoo]!" over the 
coffin, It is now generally understood that the 
cuckoo is a bird of passage, and leaves us for other 
climes. Travellers in the Eas mention it as 
occurring in Palestine, Its habit of laying 
its eggs in other birds’ nests seems to have 
given rise to the notion that it derives its nourish- 
ment from sucking eggs; for, despite all that has 
been asserted, there does not appear to be the least 
proof of this. The construction of its mouth seems 
to indicate a bird feeding upon insects, of the swallow 
kinds The nearest approach to it that we remember 
is the mouth of the goatsucker, or night-hawk, large 
and gaping. This bird, which in general appearance 
is not unlike a cuckoo, feeds on moths, insects, &c. 
Eggs are often found broken in nests; this may have 
been dove by weazels or stoats, which certainly do 
attack eggsoccasionally. Thecuckoo has been known 
to lay its eggs in nests of the hedge-warbler, black- 
headed bunting, meadow-pysit, hedge-sparrow, robin 
redbreast, and water-wagtail; the last two we per- 
sonaliy observed. The robin grew quite thin and 
starved-looking with the labour of feeding the huge 
occupant of the nest, whose mouth was always gaping 
ior more—a veritable daughter of the horse-leech, 
crying “Give! give!" The wagtail’s nest was 
within ten yards of a bow window in a garden, and 
the cuckoo was seen sitting upon the nest. One who 
should speak of a cuckoo’s nest in the country would 
indeéd be held a fool; but the great naturalist, 
Darwin, in the celebrated Origin of Species,“ 
appears to argue that the cuckoo originally did 
make nests. He writes:—‘‘It is now commonly 
admitted that the more immediate and final cause 
of the cuckoo’s instinct is that she lays her eggs 
not daily, but at intervals of two or three days; so 
that if she were to make her own nest and sit on her 


‚ own eggs those first laid would have to be left some 


time unincubated, or there would be eggs and young 
birds of different ages in the same nest. . But 
the American cuckoo is in this predicament, for she 
makes her own nest, and has eggs and young, suc- 
cessively hatched, all at the same time. It has been 
asserted that the American cuckoo occasionally lays 
her eggs in other bird’s nests; but I hear, on the 
high authority of Dr. Brewer, that this is a mistake. 
Nevertheless, I could give several instances of various 
birds which have been known occasionally to lay 
their eggs in other birds’ nests” He then supposes 
that the English cuckoo originally had the habits of 
the American, but occasionally laid an egg in other 
bird’s nests, and, in time, finding this more advan- 
tageous, its posterity adopted the habit entirely, 
He instances the gallinaees as birds occasionally 
laying eggs in other birds’ nests. The common fowl 
(of this very species) certainly does this occasionally, 


FATAL BEAR FIGHT, 


Visitors to Bellevue Gardens, Manchester, 
remember that one of the chief attractions’ there 
were the bears, the collection num six fine 
specimens of the ursine tribe, consisting of two pola 
bears, two grizzly or black bears, and two Russian or 
brown bears, Each pair occupied a separate pitr 
and the antics of the bears were always a source of 
amusement. We are informed that about a mouth 
ago the two polar bears managed during the night to 
remove the bars which communicate with the pit 
occupied by the grizzlies, and a battle royal ensued. 
This occurred in the night time, so that no one was a 
witness of the fell encounter. However, when the 
keepers visited the place in the morning they found 
that the polar bears had obtained the mastery, and 
had half devoured one of their о ents. Their 
victory was, however, dearly bought, for one of the 
polar bears died of its wounds on wiug 
morning, and the other only survived а week.

Garden Mork. 
(From the © Gardener's Mogazine,") 
FLOWER GARDEN. 


Тила is a busy time in this department. All ever- 
greens that are to be moved must not be allowed to 
remain much longer before they are shifted. Newly- 
planted specimens will receive immense benefit from 
8 copious syringing overhead morning and evening 
during dry weather; it will do them more good than 
sluicing the roots with water. A good mulch will 
also be useful in keeping the roots cool and moist. 
Roses can be pruned now without there being any 
danger of the young shoots getting injured by frost. 
Prune according to the growth and vigour of the 
respective trees. The shoots of the trees that are 
weak and have made little progress should be cut 
back to two eyes each; others which have grown 
vigorously should have four or five buds left. 


FRAMES, 


Those subjects which have been sheltered here 
during the winter must be removed to cradles or 
other temporary contrivances where they can be pro- 
tected with mats in case of frost, This will give 
them room for spring-struck stuff, which must be 
hardened to the open air as quickly as is consistent 
with the health of the plants. The wretched ap- 
pearance which some flower gardens present through 
the early part of the summer may generally be 
attributed to the plants not being properly hardened 
off. 

FRUIT GARDEN. 


Whatever pruning remains undone at this period 
must be completed without a day’s delay, or it will 
not be possible to do it at all. Strawberry-beds 
made last autumn should be examined; and if the 
plants, owing to the severe frosts of the past winter, 
have become loosened, the soil about them should be 
trodden firmly when dry. 


KITCHEN GARDEN. 


Young plants of cabbage, cauliflower, and lettuce 
that were sown in pans or boxes may, if well hard- 
ened off, be pricked out in the open border and 
covered with hand-glasses until they are strong 
enough to stand exposure to the open air. Few 
gardens have a sufficient stock of these useful acces- 
sories; for, like the ground vineries, they are espe- 
cially useful just now in protecting young plants that 
require shelter for a short time. Тһе latest celery, 
if it has not yet bolted, may be retarded by being 
taken up and laid in by the heels in а shady corner.
